We will advise you of any change in the estimated time to complete your 
request. In an effort to process your request promptly, you may wish to narrow the scope of your 
request to limit the number of responsive records. 


For purposes of assessing fees in accordance with our regulations (10 CFR 9.33), we have 
placed your request in the following category: Media. If applicable, you will be charged 
appropriate fees for duplication. Unless you state otherwise, we expect to provide our response, 
including any released records, electronically. You will not incur duplication charges if we 
respond to you electronically. There are no fees associated with your FOIA request.
